Reference Is made to your letters of 8 Jtaly 1954 -and 23 August 1954. 
These latter© respectively developed the requirement for the urban Area 
Analysis Program for CIA, m& requested an estimate of the cost to CIA 
ef the pogms. The cost estimat e ms requested by 15 Septeeher 1954, 
but consultation with |of your staff indicated that a delay 

of sev®:?al days would cause no significant inconvenience. 


Inclosed is the cost estimate furnished to Deputy Director for 
ISfergeto by Mr Research Division, library of Congress. As your letter 
of S3 A'-ignst states, " the availability of space to the Air Research 
Division, Library of Congress, is still a critical factor and a ore than 
likaly &. determining o m as to whether the program MM go forward.” 
la the avant space is eliminated as a controlling factor, the inclosure 
say serve to expedite the planning and initiation of the subject program. 

It MM be noted that th© inclosure states the ARD list and the 
CIA list are similar in only 30 Instances. Ms clrcumst&nce prevails 
because AH D is not furnished with a comprehensive list, but works with 
a list tailored to ARD's ieeia&iate and scheduled capabilities. A 
reasonable o/xp® station is that similarity would occur in somewhat more 
than 30 places over the next three years. Because of the relatively low 
degree of similarity, and for planning and cost-estimating purposes at 
this early stag®, it is believed appropriate that Fart III of the 
lnclosure be used as an "outside” figure. 

Th« result of es official consideration of the subject program by 
th® Lib? ‘cry Administration wiM be forwarded as soon as it is known.
